Train-Robbery Made Easy. 

Under present conditions it will be 
many a day before train robbery in the 
West can be classed among the fine 
arts. Accounts at hand of the latest 
exploit in this line, leave the impres- 
sion that a crime supposed to be 
hazardous is attended by as little risk 
as a game of lawn tennis. In this 
case, as in others, it is said that the 
offenders were old hands at the busi- 
ness. The probability is that ‘^hey 
were farmers’ boys or hoodlums.

People Want A Change. 

In a statement which he gave out 
this week Capt. Ed. Farley, State 
Treasurer reported that the last of this 
month there will be on hand in the 
State Treasury about $37,500 after the 
salaries for the present month have all 
been paid. Capt. Farley goes on to 
show, however, that this money will 
be needed immediately and that prac- 
tically all of the cash now available is 
due -to the new improvements and to 
the Normal Schools. Capt. Farley says i 
he has been accumulating a reserve in 
the treasury in order to be able to 
meet the large claims which will be 
presented next month. There will be j 
due to the State University and Nor- 1 
mal Schools, on July 1st, a total of i 
$70,000. and during the month of June 
the new capitol will take about 5300,- 
000 more^ so then the reserve will be 
exhausted by these two items alone. 
By an agreement with the trustees of 
the Normal Schools and the State Uni- 
vrsity no further payment, after the j 
one on July 1st, will he made until i 
December, although more than half a 
million dollars was appropriated for 1 
these three institutions by the last ! 
Legislature. Capt. Farley says that ' 
the bulk of the money due to the I 
State at present has been paid and ' 
that there is but little to come in for j 
some time. The people who hold State j 
warrants will have to wait awhile, 
longer ^before they can collect their ■ 
money. I
